Superintending School Committee. 


———— - 7 1Ore —-——-—— 


To the Selectmen of the town of Bartlett: 
Gents: I here present to you a report of the Schools in this 
town for the year ending March Ist, 1882, as follows: 
Dist. No. 1.—First term taught by Miss Georgia A. Pitman of 
Bartlett. Though the school was small at each visit it was orderly 
and the examination showed that the time had been well improved. 


The second term was taught by Miss Lucretia H. Pitman, also 
of Bartlett. ‘The attendance at my last visit was very light, but 
the nine pupils present passed a very satisfactory examination. 

Dist. No. 2.—Both terms taught by Mrs. Armenia T’. Perkins, 
of Bartlett. In neither term were the scholars so orderly or so 
thorough in their studies as I hoped to find them. The lack of 
thoroughness was in a great measure due to the irregularity of at- 
tendance on the part of the scholars; and I would urge that the 
parents in this District make a greater effort to insure the atten- 
dance of their children each day. Nothing is gained by a scholar 
who loses one or two days out of each school-week, no matter how 
thorough the instruction he receives when present. 

Dist. No. 3.—Summer school taught by Mrs. Cynthia J. Gar- 
land, of Bartlett. The work done by Mrs. Garland in this term 
fully sustained her former good- reputation as a teacher. 


Winter term, taught by Mr. 8. H. Cornwall, was very satisfac- 
tory. I would call the attention of the voters in this District 
to the wretched condition of their school-building, and I hope that 
before another winter, something may be done to make it more 
comfortable for the scholars, if not more creditable to the District. 
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Dist. No. 4 A ae term ae by Mr. cipahk sy Taheiee 
thy. This school was not. visited by me. It had commenced 
before I was appointed to fill the vacancy made by the “removal of 
your former Supt. from town, arid I was not notified of its close, 
but I am glad to report from here-say that it was a satisfactory 
-school. ; 

The winter term was taught by Mr. C. R. Dinsmore of Conway, 
and was a fair school. 

Dist. No. 5.—First term, taught by Miss Nellie F. Wentworth, 
of Rochester, N. H., was a profitable school. Though numbering 
fifty-one scholars, most of the classes showed the results of a thor- 
ough drill, and all passed a very good examination. 

The second term taught by Miss Lydia S. Pendexter was not a 
success. Lack of order and method were the principal objection- 
able features. ‘Though parents were at fault in too freely express- 
ing their opinions before members of the family attending school, I 
cannot, in justice, exhonerate the teacher from & good share of the 
cause of the failure. | 

There is now in operation a very successful private school, of 
about forty scholars, in charge of Mr. 8. H. Cornwall. 

Dist. No. 6-—Both terms taught by Miss Carrie A. Woodis, 
and the school, though small, was orderly and well managed. 


I do not hesitate to say that with the advantages that are afford- 
_ ed the scholars in larger towns, the scholars in this town would 
compare favorably with those of any town in the State. The most 
of them are apt and studious, and need only a little stimulus 

to make them fine scholars. 

The stimulas most needed 7s an increased interest on the part 
_ of parents in school matters. | 

Party, District feuds nor anything should cause this to be lost 
sight of. ‘The more money spent in educating our boys and girls, 
the less spent in supporting them as County charges. ‘he greater 
part of them will go out into the world empty-handed, and the 
least we can do is to equip them with a good common school 
education.
